Novelty and Inventive Step 

The prior art citations disclose refrigeration devices with hollow coils disposed helically such that frozen fluid 
and the sidewalls of the device define a helical path to direct the flow of a heat exchange fluid. However none of 
them disclose a device with a central column removably mounted to the tank and extending coaxially through 
the interior region of the tank. This has the advantage in aiding in changing refrigerant piping. The application is 
therefore novel and has an inventive step 
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
